LAIBACH, Jugoslavia, Aug. 20.— 


Convinced his fourteen hour flight 
was productive of marked success in 
penetrating the mysteries of the 
stratosphere, Max Cosyns, Belgian 
scientist, came to Laibach today 
while his huge balloon was dis- 
mantled and packed for shipment. 
Meere Van Der Klst, the young 


assistant who accompanied Cosyns 
on the perilous flight, remained at 
the spot near Ljubljana where the 
balloon descended Saturday night 
after the world for hours had feared 
them lost. 


Cosyns expressed confidence that 


examination of his instruments and 
records would prove the flight a suc- 
cess. 


"We reached 16,000 metres (5J,- 


480 feet)" he said, "and made no at- 
tempt to go higher, as we were not 
out for an altitude record. Our plan 
was to remain in the stratosphere 
as long as possible and make de- 
tailed observations. In -that respect, 
our venture went just as planned.

District Attorney Thomas M. Le- 


wis, armed with Bobby's written 
statements admitting he bludgeoned 
Freda to death while she swam in 
Harvey's Lake on July 30 because 
her approaching motherhood stood 
in the way of his newer love for 
Margaret Crain, 23, East Aurora. N. 
Y. music teacher was to go before 
the grand Jury today or tomorrow 
and ask for a murder indictment 
against the mine surveyor. 


The grand jury, composed of 22 


men recruited from the ranks of la- 
borers, white collar workers and ex- 
ecutives, convened its August ses- 
sion, today faced with consideration 
of nearly 1,000 cases, including six 
other murder charges. 


Expect Quick Action 


Action on the request for an in- 


dictment against Edwards . was ex- 
pected to be taken quickly, however. 
In line with Lewis' assertion that 
the case will be one of the first, if 
not the first, to be called to trial 
when the criminal court term opens 
September 10. 


Only five witnesses are to be call-

Each year, Hit- 
ler has promised to submit his poli- 
cies to plebiscite but never again. 
will he submit hi? person to popular 
approval and nothing can be fore-" 
seen now that could happen to break 
his iron hold on power except death 
or war. 


The last plebiscite, in November, 


1933, asking the people to pass judg- 
ment on Germany's withdrawal from 
the League of Nations was on a 
question 
of 
policy. 
Yesterday's 


plebiscite asked the people to ap- 
prove of Hitler's personal leadership 
—his succession of Hindenburg as 
president. 


Both plebiscites presented the peo- 


ple with, an accomplished fact and 
all they could do was to say "we 
agree" or "we don't." but not with 
the faintest chance of changing facts. 


Today, however, the most striking 


features of yesterday's plebiscite 
were: First, Hitler received more 
than 2.300.000 fewer votes than last 
November; second, that the govern- 
ment permitted the result to be pub- 
lished.

Now it will be impossible to assert 


that Hitler's popularity is greater

Speaker Rainey, a native of Car- 


rolton, in, assumed the speakership 
at the start of his 15th term in 
congress in March, 1933. He suc- 
ceeded John Nance Garner of Tex- 
as, now vice president. 


Mr. Rainey was first elected to 


congress from the 20th Illinois dis- 
trict in 1902 on the Democratic 
ticket. With the exception of the 
67th congress, when he was defeated 
in the Harding Republican sweep, 
Mr. Rainey's service in the house of 
representatives was continuous. 


He was taken ill at his home in 


Carrollton two weeks ago after an 
extensive speaking tour. His ailment 
was diagnosed as bronchial pneu- 
monia and the speaker was brought 
here for hospital treatment.

Rainey's condition during the last 
week and yesterday he was thought 
to be markedly stronger.

than ever. But now the government 
can challenge anybody who asserts 
the election was not free and the 
count was not honest. 


Final figures show Hitler yester- 


day got 88 per cent of the votes cast 
or 90 per cent of the valid votes 
against 95 per cent last year. Out 
of a total of 45,878,000 voters eligible 
yesterday he received but 83 per cent 
and if all the invalid votes plus the 
good votes were considered against 
Hitler they together with the uncast 
votes would amount to 17 per cent. 


But Hitler's loss of 2,000,000 odd 


votes is regarded by the government 
as of no account against the over- 
whelming fact that he still got his 
commission from around 90 per cent 
of the populations. 


How he got the commission is less 


important than the fact that he has 
it in a country where there is no 
one to question its validity. Never- 
theless the real character 
of the 


plebiscite which gave him his com- 
mission may best be revealed by 
comparison. 


Suppose after America entered the 


war there should have been staged 
a plebiscite wherein every adult in 
America was asked to answer the 
question "Are you for America or 
against her?" 
Suppose there had 


been an intensive nationwide cam- 
paign wherein every voter was im- 
pressed with the fact that he would 
be a traitor, as he obviously would, 
if he voted against America. 


Put these impossible suppositions 


against a background of 18 months 
of political terror on the part of 
"pro-Americans" against any citizen 
who denied their right exclusively 
to represent America. Call inter- 
mittently all day long on every voter 
to see if he has voted. Then have 
George Washington, recently dead, 
deliver a political testament implor- 
ing the American people to vote for 
America, and finally, the night be- 
fore have Washington's son broad- 
cast an address saying that father 
was decidedly in favor of the pro- 
Americans, how many votes would 
be cast against the ticket? 


War With World 


What justifies the comparison is

500,000 strong. One of Hitler's first 
acts after the plebiscite is expected 


to be a reorganization and reduc- 


tion of the storm troops which were 
permitted to come back in full 
strength after their painful July va- 
cation and were kept in service to 
help whip voters into line. 
Sometime thereafter, Hitler point- 
ing to his disarmed and diminished 
storm troops, may make a new drive 
to wring from France an agreement 
to his demands for a greater Ger- 
man army. 


One sure winner of the plebiscite 


is the German Jewry. 
It was the 


first time in Nazi history that a bjig 
campaign was put over without an 
attack upon or even a reference t'o 
the Jews. To Judge from the cam- 
paign speeches, the foreign press 
has been chosen to take the place of 
the Jews as the anvil for the Nazi 
hammer.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—A stiff 
fight for speakership of the house 
was in prospect today following the 
death of Speaker Henry T. Rainey. 
A half dozen candidates are ex­ 
pected to seek the mantle, with Rep. 
Joseph W. By m s of Tennessee, Dem­ 
ocratic floor leader and chairman of 
the Democratic congressional cam­ 
paign committee, the early favorite. 
Among the potential candidates 
are: Rep. Bankhead of Alabama, 
chairm an of the rules committee; 
Rep. McDuffie of Alabama, former 
rival of Rainey; Rep. Rankin of Mis­ 
sissippi as an ultra-progressive; Rep. 
Rayburn of Texas, a close friend of 
President Roosevelt, and Reps. O’­ 
Connor and Cullen, members of the 
New York Tammany delegation. 
The real fight for the speaker­ 
ship probably will be delayed until 
after the November election. 
The 
house will choose a speaker in Jan ­ 
uary. A sudden reaction which car­ 
ried Republicans into power would, 
of coruse, dispel all Democratic 
hopes. 
The house may choose a speaker 
who is not a member. The name of 
former Governor A1 Smith of New 
York has been mentioned in this 
class in the past. Rainey’s opponent 
in the Illinois primary, H. J. “High 
Heels” Kirby, has announced his 
candidacy for the speakership. 
President Roosevelt can, it is con­ 
ceded, dominate the speakership if 
he chooses. 
The president is ex­ 
pected to adopt a “hands off" atti­ 
tude. 


St. Louis, Mo., Death has closed 
the lengthy public career of Henry 
Thomas Rainey, veteran congress­ 
man from the 20th Illinois district 
and speaker of the house of repre­ 
sentatives. 
Mr. Rainey died unexpectedly here 
last night in DePaul hospital from 
a suddftn attack of angina pectoris. 
He had been ill for twro weeks with 
a slight attack of bronchial pneu­ 
monia but had shown definite signs 
of improvement yesterday, physi­ 
cians said. 
Had he lived until today Speaker 
Rainey would have been 74 years old. 
Death came at 7:51 p. m. 
Mrs. Rainey, who had been her 
husband’s secretary for years, had 
spent the afternoon by her hus­ 
band’s side and had left in the early 
evening. 
She was cheered by his 
happy frame of mind and apparent 
evidence of improvement in his con­ 
dition. 
Speaker Rainey, a native of Car- 
rolton, 111., assumed the speakership 
a t the start of his 15th term in 
congress in March, 1933. 
He suc­ 
ceeded John Nance G am er of Tex­ 
as, now vice president. 
Mr. Rainey was first elected to 
congress from the 20th Illinois dis­ 
trict in 1902 on the Democratic 
ticket. 
W ith the exception of the 
67th congress, when he was defeated 
In the Harding Republican sweep, 
Mr. Rainey’s service in the house of 
representatives was continuous. 
He was taken ill at his home in 
Carrollton two wrecks ago after an 
extensive speaking tour. His ailment 
was diagnosed as bronchial pneu­ 
monia and the speaker w^as brought 
here for hospital treatment. 
Improvement was noted in Mr. 
Rainey’s condition during the last 
w’eek and yesterday he was thought 
to be markedly stronger. 
His wish that he be cremated will 
be complied with, Mrs. Rainey de­ 
clared. Funeral arrangements were 
be announced later today.

than ever. But now the government 
can challenge anybody who asserts 
the election w>as not free and the 
count was not honest. 
Final figures show' Hitler yester­ 
day got 88 per cent of the votes cast 
or 90 per cent of the valid votes 
against 95 per cent last year. 
Out 
of a total of 45,878,000 voters eligible 
yesterday he received but 83 per cent 
and if all the invalid votes plus the 
good votes were considered against 
Hitler they together with the uncast 
votes would am ount to 17 per cent. 
But Hitler’s loss of 2,000,000 odd 
votes is regarded by the government 
as of no account against the over­ 
whelming fact th at he still got his 
commission from around 90 per cent 
of the populations. 
How he got the commission is less 
im portant than the fact that he has 
it in a country where there is no 
one to question its validity. Never­ 
theless the real character of the 
plebiscite which gave him his com­ 
mission may best be revealed by 
comparison. 
Suppose after America entered the 
war there should have been staged 
a plebiscite wherein every adult in 
America was asked to answrer the 
question “Are you for America or 
against her?”

I MET A GENTLEMAN 
He looked shabby. He was slightly 
drunk.

limb out of a tree and it crashed 
alongside. Then my poor old engine 
chugged out and I had to get out 
and crank it. A nice mess!

Aug. 18.—One of 
my readers <a woman', writing from

Rising to its highest peak since 


early this year, the "relief case load" 
of the Lawrence County Emergency 
Relief board totaled 4,150 cases at 
the close of business on Saturday, 
August 18, It was announced today. 
The 4,150 cases represented 
over 


20,000 persons. 


One year ago the office had 2,981 


cases on relief which represented 
12,400 persons. 


The low-point in the case load, the 


office reported, was reached early 
this year when CWA activity was 
launched, and since then the relief 
dependents have increased continu- 
ously. 


During the week which ended Sat- 


urday the office received 109 new 
applications for relief from families 
never before on relief and 57 re- 
applications from families which at 
one time had been on relief but 
which withdrew because they had 
found employment. 


Helping to offset the new applica- 


tions were the 132 cases discontinu- 
ed because employment had been 
found or because relief visitors had 
found that recipients were 'not in 
need of It. 


It was pointed out that the figures 


recording the new applications were 
exclusive of a large number of cases 
automatically added to the rolls as a 
result of the gradual curtailment of 
RWD work.

Believe Ransom Paid 


Neither Labatt nor the police have 


yet revealed whether any ransom 
was paid. The general belief, howev- 
er, is that the kidnapers exacted 
about $50,000 from the Labatt fam- 
ily before they released their pris- 
oner on the outskirts of Toronto. 


The only explanation for the fail- 


ure of Labatt and his brother Hugh 
to tefl the authorities the brewer 
had been freed is that John Labatt 
must have been warned by the kid- 
napers to keep his lips sealed and 
give the "snatch' gang plenty of 
time to get away. 


Canadian police, who have a fine 


record for tracking down criminals, 
were "burned up' by the fact the 
Labatts did not let them know for 
four hours that John 
had 
been 


freed. 


Whether John Labatt told the po-

forcement agents 
are

"dog 


catchers,!' in the general accepta- 
tion of the term. They are officials 
of the bureau of animal industry, 
Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture. He and his fellows do not 
actually catch dogs, because it is not 
a part of their duties. Persons spec- 
ifically authorized by the dog law 
to catch dogs are local police offic- 
ers. Here in New Castle there is an 
official dog catcher. The dog en- 
forcement agents check on the li- 
censing of dogs and prosecute those 
who violate the law. They make ap- 
praisals of damages done by dogs 
and locate, if possible, the dogs do- 
ing the damage. In other words they 
have the two-fold task of protecting 
persons, livestock and poultry from 
the Irresponsible dog, and of pro- 
tecting the well cared for, licensed 
nnd controlled dogs from irrespons- 
ible persons. 


Lawrence County hunters were 


given a clean bill of health at the 
last meeting of the State 
Board 


Game Commission, according to a 
report received by County Treasur- 
er, William O. Pitts. 
This became 


known today when he received from 
the state secretary of revenue, a list 
of hunter's licenses revoked by ',he 


j board of July 5 last. There were no 


I Lawrence county hunters included 
in the list of 132 licenses revoked. 
This is considered a very good rec- 
ord in view of the large number of 


i licenses issued here. Those who have 


j had licenses revoked in other coun- 
ties are subject to a fine of $40 a 


day if they again secure a license 
and hunt prior to the expiration of 
the period of revocation. The fine is 
for each day that they hunt on a li- 
cense so secured. 
Officers of the 
game commission last month pros- 
ecuted eighty-nine cases, including 
four for killing deer illegally, two for 
killing small game during the closed 
season, 
twelve for 
dogs chasing 


game, four for violation of the alien 
gun act, three for violation of the 
alien dog law and thirty-four fish 
and other violations. 


County Commissioners today sent 


to the Secretary of internal affairs 
a statement of taxablcs and prop- 
erty valuations for the. year 1D33. 
The statement shows that in the 
city of New Castie. there were 28,- 
735 taxablcs, the boroughs had 10.- 
627 and the townships 19,354, mak- 
ing a total of 58,717.
